\ good example of the changes that take place rapidly in the textile 
business lia.s occurred within the past eight months. Remember when the 
war first started, there was a great increase in the prices of all kind* of 
textile products- About the greatest rise was in the price of wool. .Since 
that time, most of the things that went way up in price hive come down 
somewhat, but the price of woo] hasn't come down much at at|. 

Naturally with wod so high in price, any blankets that were made 
from wool hud to go up in price also. And they did. They have gone up 
so much in price, that a blanket made from all-wool that would sell for 
about $5.00 last summer must sell for about $8,00 today. The same thing 
has happened to part-wool blankets. Part-wool blankets such as those 
made ill Riddefurd that would scli at Last summer have gone up as 

high as $6.00 today. And that increase is due entirely to the increased price 
of wool. 

When anything increases that much In price, its sales go right down. 
Housewives don't leel that they can afford to pay that much more for rh® 
same article, so they turn to something else. In the course of time this 
would mean tint it Pepperell ottered nothing but the regular part-wool 
blankets, the sate of them would fall off sharply, and this would be reflected 
in the orders that came to rhe Mill. 

And so what has happened? 

A total h new kind, of blanket has been developed in iVppctcll’s 
liiddeicml Mill, ft is made from.rayon, cotton and wool.. Using a special 
kind at rayon, mixed carefully with the cotton and wool, this new blanket 
has been made so that it is just as warm, will wash just as wet!, and wear 
as well, as a ivool blanket that would cost: nearly twice as much today. 
From the way chat this new blanker has been sold, it looks as though it 
would sell in very large quantities, due to its low price and special con¬ 
strue turn. 

This important development in making blankets ought to mean a far 
larger number of blanket orders coming to the Mill than would have been 
true if this new blanket hadn't been designed. This is just one example of 
the things that are being done all the rime to keep as many orders as 
possible coming into the mills, for these orders arc rh® things that make 
jobs.

ployed in the South. This >s a lug difference and it 
gets Logger when ii is realised that the cloth that is 
made in bo-ib sections is about the same. ’ITiis cloth 
is «ld to tli* same people, and of source, three people 
want to buy Lt at the same price, regardless of whether 
It is made in die North or Lu the South. To them the 
actual cost of the doth means very little. They are 
Interested in buying it at a low price for consistently 
high quality. 

Wages andF Prices 

Now, tn get back tn the average wages that are 
paid in Near England, keep in mind that these -wages 
are about ‘jo% higher than they are elsewhere. That 
is in lift records. But after all, you're not only Inter¬ 
ested »n wages but also in your standard erf living, If 
high wages are paid in New England and aL tip; same 
tiiiic if the price erf food, rent, fuel and other things 
a jr vrry high, (krn the standard of living is not neces¬ 
sarily high. It might be that with wages as low as 
they are elsewhere and at the same time die price uL' 
ch?- things that there wages would buy llIsu low, then 
the lOtudard of living might be on u high lov'd. 

It is the balance between the wages that are paid 
and what these wages will buy which determines a 
standard erf living. 

W^fial Does Food Cost? 

How dors the standard of living in the North com¬ 
pare with I he standard uf living in the South among 
those ]jco-ple who are employed in the cotton tostile 
LnduPry? This question interested the United States 
Department of l.afoor very much, They wanted to 
ftnd an aiktwer to it- bo, in December, 1538, the 
Department trf Labor selected live average northern 
euies and five average southern cities. They made a 
study of the cols of living in there ten cities. Here s* 
what they found out-

Almost the name result was disclosed by [he Works 
PrHit(rta Ad minis (rt non in a study covering jej cities- 
in the Ntsrih and in the South. This survey was made 
id determine the actual household budgei Lhat was 
required to support a family rif a husband, a wife and 
[wn children They made this survey in c 935 
showed that it cost about $4G a year I no to maintain 
a family of four people in the North Atlantic states 
ihan to maintain a family of ihesune ««in the South 
Atlantic states-. And yet a worker in the North, 
recrivei, on the average, Sian more a year than a 
Southern -worker. 

From these figures it is nut hard to see ihui the 
standard < if living in New SngfrmH, pjorttoslriy among 
dicise who work in the cotton textile mills, Li prrtty 
high. A standard erf living issi t ha-aul on wages alone, 
It ia based on the wages that are paid compared with 
irhat those will tlfl’. 1 hat ii. how much food, 

rmt, hiel r clothing and other things ttese wages will 
purchase. 

This relatively hijijh standard trf living hi New 
EngLand is a greal emlii lm the people who work in 
this srrliun. It ii uf evi'i'i own- i i' 1 11 t" thrm tsvausr
